Here- 
tofore many correspondents whose dis- 
Patches were censored in Columbus 
have taken an hour’s run to Deming, 
evading the censor. The price of this 
run jumped from $5 to 316 on account 
of the patronage.

PLAN OF PURSUIT 
WILL BE ALTERED. 


San Antonio, Texas, March 18.—Fail- 
ure by Francisco Villa, on whose trail 
more than 4,000 troops are marching, 
to make a stand and fight before the 
end of next week will radically alter 
the methods so far employed by Gen- 
eral John T. Pershing, Commander of 
the expedition. 

is was learned at Fort Sam Hous- 
ton here today, but what General 
Pershing’s plan is has not been re- 
vealed, and will not be if General 
Frederick Funston, department com- 
mander, can prevent it. 

When General Pershing led the ex- 
peditionary force over the boundary 
line into Mexico the juncture of troops 
which has taken lace near Casas 
Grandes was prepne with little expec- 
tation that Villa would be sighted be- 
fore this time. It was realized. that 
the only chance for the Americans to 
catch him at that stage of the opera- 
tions was that he would gather his 
forces and resist their advance. Not 
only did he not do that, but according 
to General Funston’s reports, not a 
shot was fired at the invaders. 


Villa South of Casas Grandes. 


If General Pershing’s scouts have 
brought him information as to Villa's 
exact location, it is said that the fact 
is not known at general headquarters 
here. There is reason to believe, how- 
ever, that Villa has retreated as the 
Americans advanced and that now he 
is somewhere in the Galeana district 
south of Casas Grandes, in the envi- 
rons where a cavalry force under Col- 
onel Dodd rested today. One report re- 
ceived by General Funston from Chi- 
huahua indicated that he was at Co- 
lonia Gracias with about 400 men, but 
most of those reporting contented 
themselves by “wry | him “in the 
mountains from 50 to 100 miles south 
of Casas Grandes.” 

Unofficial reports that General 
Pershing did not insist upon sending 
his advance cavalry force into Casas 
Grandes after General Gavira had in- 
timated such entry would meet with 
resistance lowered the tension at Gen- 
eral Funston’s headquarters, General 
Funston was convinced that General 
Pershing would not pass his troops 
shrough any Mexican town unless he 
regarded it as a military necessity. 

General Pershing continued his re- 
ports of routine develapment of the 
plan, none of his reports dealing with 
ae unexpected or unusual incident. 

eneral Funston has replied to peti- 
tioners from scores of towns in Texas, 
where the inhabitants wanted troops 
for protection, that it would be im- 
possible to grant their wishes. In all 
cases he suggested that if they felt 
the need of protéction it might be well 
if they were to organize local defense 
forces. 

Carranza Getting Munitions. 


Unusual activity displayed by the de 
facto government of Mexico in adding 
to its stores of ammunition is shown 
in reports from customs officers at bor- 
der ports of entry. According to these 
reports, and to information secured by 
army officers, shipments of rifle ammu- 
nition in carload lots by express have 
become common in the past three 
weeks. Much of the new ammunition 
entered at points on the New México 
and Arizona border and was supposed 
to be intended for the troops in Sonora. 
Since the Columbus raid 3,000,000 
rounds passed through the customs 
house at Laredo, and it is estimated 
that there now is more small arm ma- 
terial in Mexico than there has been 
for many years.

Columbus, N. M., March 18.— 
New orders were issued here today 
holding every newspaper correspondent 
accountable for his dispatches under 
the national defense act. 

“The man who gets a scoop is an 
arch criminal,” said Major W. R. Sam- 
ple, commanding officer of the Colum- 
bus camp today, “and I have evidence 
enough to bring several under the fed- 
eral law.” 

The major took measures today to 
make correspondents strictly account- 
able to the national defense law, which, 
he says, he is going to see is observed. 
He received an order to this effect 
from General Funston. 

“These betrayals of our movements 
have, of course, reached Villa, who 
naturally has taken means to make 
himself more elusive,” he said. “This 
means the extension of our lines, and 
extensions mean death to American sol- 
diers from disease and other causes. 
The American people should realize 
this, and, above all, the American pa- 
pers should know the more publicity 
the more deaths of American soldiers. 

“If we ever @et into a big war, the 
efficiency of censorship would be a 
life and death matter to the nation. 
I regret to say that some men connect- 
ed with the papers have carried matter 
censored here to other points to tele- 
graph. This must and will be stopped.” 

Washington, March 18.—The warning 
to newspaper corréspondent at Colum- 
bus that they would be held respon- 
sible for their dispatches under the 
national defense act, appears to have 
been issued without any special in- 
structions from the war department. 
If the purpose is to 1 the dis- 
closure in newspaper dispatches of any 
military information regarding the 
progress of General Pershing’s cam- 
pabgn, it was said the act would be of 
no avail. 

The national defense act, passed by 
congress March 3, 1911, was designed 
to prevent the sale to foreign govern- 
ments or the publication in newspapers, 
magazines or otherwise of “any docu- 
ment, sketch, photograph, photographic 
negative, plans, model or knowledge 
of anything connected with the na- 
tional defense to which he is not en- 
titled.” Publication in certain news- 
papers, prior to the passage of the law, 
of complete detailed photographs pt 
gun emplacements at Sandy Hook, .

Officials here are at a loss 
to see how the act can be invoked suc- 
cessfully. to prevent the disclosing by 
newspaper correspondents of the move- 
ments of troops in Mexico.

General Funston's request that the 
American forces be permitted to use 
Mexican railways for troop transporta- 
tion was forwarded late today to Con- 
sular Agent Rogers for presentation to 
General Carranza at Queretaro. Offi- 
cials here closely associated with the 
de facto government are understood 
to believe that Carranza will be strong- 
ly advised by many of his followers 
against granting the request on the 
ground that to do so might arouse pub- 
lic sentiment against the de facto gov- 
ernment seriously affecting the control 
it has established over the natjye popu- 
lation. . 

The report of better conditions at 
Tampico and in the adja@ent oll fields, 
where the situation’ for several days 
past has been a cause of some concern 
among officials, brought the informa- 
tion that previous apprehension had 
been caused by the failure of the mili- 
tary authorities to receive from the 
de facto government an understanding 
of why American troops had crossed 
the border. It was said that as soon 
as accurate information reached Tam- 
pico improvemept in general conditions 
was apparent. 

No Mexic Towns te Be Occupied. 

A development which was regarded 
in Mean quarters here as likely to do 
much toward assuring continued co- 
operation between the Mexican. de 
facto government and American troops 
was an announcement by the war de- 
partment that the orders under which 
the punitive expedition entered Mexico 
did not authorize occupation of any 
Mexican cities. It was said the pur- 
poses of the expedition did not neces- 
sitate any such occupations, which bor- 
der dispatches have indicated might be 
misunderstood by the Mexican public.

Gen. Gavira Explains Why 
Us S. Troops Have Not 
Been Molested — Attitude 
of Mexicans Tribute to Car- 
ranza. 


El Paso, Texas, March 18.— General 
Gavira issued a formal statement to 
the Associated Press at his headquar- 
ters at Juarez today in which he inter- 
preted the fact that no resistance had 
been offered to the American forces 
crossing the border as proof of the 
faith of the Mexican people in Carran- 
za. The statement was as follows: 

“The constitutional army, formed by 
men of liberal thought and by armed 
citizens to fight oppression, has shown 
its forcé to the world by breaking the 
reactionary efforts of Diaz, Huerta and 
Villa. ’ . 


America Don't Understand. 


“The American. government, almost 
always poorly informed, did not under- 
stand either our aspirations for liberty 
or our internal conditions. To decide 
in our favor by recommending us as 
the de facto government it was neces- 
sary for the secretary of state and the 
representatives of the A. B. C. confer- 
ence to publish an unanswerable proof 
of our cohesion and discipline, a series 
of answers that, from distant points 
and without previous agreement, were 
sent them by the numerous liberal 
chiefs. These answers were set forth 
in the note that we all know. 

“Now American troops have .just 
crossed to our side of the line without 
protests or difficulties. To what, then, 
is it to be attributed that the Mexican 
public, so scrupulous and extremely 
sensitive in all that concerns its sov- 
ereignty, has not protested in the vig- 
orous form it knows well how to make? 

“It is because the people of Mexico 
have faith in us, because they & now 
well the patriotism and the sense of 
honor of the first chief and of the 
higher officers, military and civil, who 
are in control. They know that such 
men would not barter away the fa- 
therland. Could the American people 
wish a better proof of the power of the 
constitutionalist army than has been 
3 by the men of the revolu- 

on? 


Crisis Is Past. 


“We havé passed the crisis and I feel 
much relieved. There is no question 
that the situation was very delicate 
and even serious for a while. The Car- 
ranza government has demonstrated its 
ability to control the people and has 
been ably seconded by its generals in 
the field. 


“I do hot wish to be understood as in| 


any way approving the entry of Amer- 
ican troops on Mexican soil. The re- 
straint which Mexican people have 
shown is due solely to the confidence 
that they have in the first chief and 
his administration. The American peo- 
ple must realize the significance of the 
passage of their soldiers over so large 
a part of Mexico without being molest- 
ed in any way. It is a supreme tribute 
to Géneral Carranza.”

“The governor holds it to be of supreme 
importance that means should be found to 
suppress the wave of crime that has swept 
the state in the form of and by reason of 
lynchings.

“The greatest single financial matter 
that will proably confront the state gov- 
ernment for a 8 neration is the disposition 
of the state road. The governor is a mem- 
ber of a commission created by the general 
assembly to either lease the road or to re- 
port the most r disposition to 
make of it, and especially to report on the 
advisability of extending it to the sea. 

here is an influential element in the state 
believing it to be good business policy to 
sell the road. It is within the power of 
the general assembly to provide for this. 
When the governor's present term expires 
he will have been engaged for nearly two 
years in accumulating data, as a member 
of the commission, on which to base a 
proper judgment as to the best interest of 
the state in the disposition of this prop- 
erty. A change in governors would cause 
the loss largely of the personal knowledge 
of these affairs by one of the commission- 
ers, as a new governor could not acquire 
the intimate knowledge of conditions as- 
similated by the old governor as the facts 
and data are received.

PREPAREDNESS PLEA 
MADE BY HARDWICK 


Georgia Senator Wants Mili- 
tary Instruction in Schools 
and Colleges. 


— — 


Washington, March 18.—Senator 
Hardwick, addressing the senate today, 
praised the United States navy as the 
best in the world, man for.man and 
ship for ship. He spoke in support of 
his bill extending military instruction 
in schools and colleges as the best 
solution of what he termed the “most 
troublesome and most important ques- 
tion of any preparedness system,“ the 
creation of a military reserve. 

The Hardwick bill contemplates .the 
appropriation of $20,000,000 for the 
payment of officers as instructors, for 
military drill and equipment of stu- 
dents. There are nearly two millioh 
boys over 15 years of age in schools 
and colleges, he said, and their train- 
ing would create a large, intelligent 
3 force and improve their stand- 
ards. 

Senator Hardwick announced himself 
in favor of any system of preparedness 
calculated to put the United States in 
7 position to defend itself against any 
oe. 

“IT believe a great deal of misap- 
prehension exists among the people as 
to the real strength and relative rank 
of the American navy,” he continued. 
“On the most respectable and reliable 
authority, I venture to say that the 
American navy, already in gun powder 
and displacement, ranks third and is 
destined to take second place in case 
the German navy suffers materially 
from the preSent war; and also that 
our navy is, man for man, gun for 
gun, and ship for ship, the best. in 
the world. 

That it is somewhat top heavy with 
battleships, I believe, but that congress 
may provide a proper and well-balanced 
plan to increase its efficiency by pro- 
viding the necessary submarines, ten- 
ders, coalers, aircraft and other aux- 
lliary service, as well as to secure the 
necessary men to man the ships, is both 
my hope and my belief. 

“A reasonable plan to increase the 
strength and efficiency of 
ought to be the task o 
present, with a view to putting our 
navy indisputably in the second place 
of the navies of the world as to size 
and strength and first among them as 
to efficiency and run. 

“In addition to this program, I be- 
hieve that our coast defenses should be 
materially impfoved and strengthene 
and a, reasopable increase in the size o 
our standing army is desirable.“

not as brave as some persons gave 
him credit for being. 

Mrs. Robert Martin, who conducts 
the house, and Mrs. Hattie Houseman, 
a neighbor, were present and when 
the men came to blows they ran with 
their children from the room. Later 
they were said to have heard two shots 
and then they saw McGraw, hatless and 
Without hfs overcoat, rush from the 
house. They found Allen dead, with a 
pistol wound in the head.

tion but without resulting in any 
strength. As long as bears saw that 
outside participation was light, no mat- 
ter how favorable news might be, they 
did not fear a squeeze.

Since November 
there has been a steady accumulation 
of good news about one company or 
another, as for instance the resump- 
tion of dividends, the large earnings 
and the great increases in unfilled ton- 
nage by the Steel corporation, without 
any direct reflection in the market. 
Earnings reports of many companies, 
dividend increases or resumptions, or 
new reports about favorable prospects 
have been published almost daily for 
weeks, but without any material in- 
crease in the price of such securities. 
As judging by the previous action of 
the security markets there might well 
have been a reaction at this time be- 
cause of the Mexican situation, while 
the submarine question with Germany 
is still unsettled and could still be used 
by bears if sentiment was uncertain. 
Everything has been ready for a bull 
market for months, and in fact, as 
judging by all fundamental conditions, 
there never should have been any in- 
terruption of constructive conditions 
in securities on account of the subma- 
rine question, but fear of war has been 
before the financial community for a 
long time, and while it is not alto- 
gether removed now, there is a dispo- 
sition at this time to overlook it as a 
probability. The leaders in the market 
during the past week, as has been the 
case in all strong markets in over a 
year, were the war stocks. Sensation- 
al advances were scored in some of 
these issues, reminding strongly of 
their action last year in the spring 
and in October. Practically na new 
war stocks have been prominent in re- 
cent trading and activity has been 
around the old favorites like Bethlehem 
Steel, Crucible, American Locomotive, 
„Baldwin Locomotive, Westinghouse, 
etc. The railroad stocks and the old 
line industrials were stronger, but ad- 
vances in them were in the nature of 
“follow-ups” to the war stocks. For- 
eign selling during the week was a lit- 
tle heavier than it had been for some 
time, and it is expected that the ad- 
vance in security prices here will at- 
tract quite some liquidation from 
abroad, as large amounts of American 
securities have been mobilized and are 
ready for sale. While there is some 
doubt as to whether the market is to 
continue as strong and active as it has 
been recently, it is generally the opin- 
ion in bene quarters in Wall 
„Street that there will be a general up- 
ward tendency for some time to come 
unless unexpected unfavorable events 
intervene. : 
* Money Stiffened.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


— 


New York, March 18.—(Special.)—Pend- 
ing the publication of the year-end figures 
on Monday the market today showed a fair- 
ly good undertone. Not that these figures 
have any serious surprise, now that the 
quantity of linters is already known, but 


Verdun leads many to hope for an early 
peace, and it has been this character of 
investment that has held the market for 
some time. Much discussion as to the 
holdmgs of cotton for German account has 
finally provoked a partial explosion of that 
myth. Despite all the talk of spot cotton 
held for such account, no well established 
identity of any bale has been made. In 
fact, these rumors have induced buying 
which afterwards liquidates. Of course, some 
of those of Teutonic birth occasionally buy 
cotton, but that any of them have bought 
and placed it in storage to await the end 
of the war lacks confirmation. 

Speculation in cotton is at low ebb. Both 
bulls and bears have sought more interest- 
ing fields and the price of octton has been 
a matter of debate between the dealers in 
the spot article. The recent strength of 
spots in the south is due wholly, we think, 
to the demand for March shipment to fill 
engagements made months ago, but we can 
hardly expect this demand to continue to 
the very last days of the month, and it will 
not surprise us to see easier spot markets 
during next week unless some decisive news 
turns up. Evidence of a materia] increase 
in acreage continues. Even the drouth in 
the southwest will tend to increase rather 
than decrease the cotton acreage since it 
will hurt the small grain crop. ;

have to be planted at the same time. The 
government census published Wednesday 
makes most interesting revelations, fully 
substantiating our own forecast made nearly 
twelve months ago as to American mill 
consumption, exports and year-end scarcity. 

The reports show only 3,971,000 bales in 
the United States available for spinners to 
draw from and to cover exports until Sep- 
tember 1, outside of plantation stocks which 
we have good reasons to believe do not 
exceed 1,000,000 bales, or a total. of 4,971,000 
bales, whereas fully 4,090,000 will de 
quired by August 1, leaving a bare 
margin of about 600,000 bales for 
poses during the month of August. Pen ing 
the movement of new crop cotton which 
does not begin until about September 1. 
this is unquestionably the most bullish status 
which has existed during the past ten years, 
and we consider that much higher prices are 
inevitable.

New Tork, March 18.—(Special.)—In 4 
very dull market with an underlying bullish 
sentiment among our local traders the mar- 
ket closed steady at some 4 to 5 points 
higher than yesterday.

The plaintiffs thereupon filed a bill 
in equity through their attorneys, Dor- 
sey, Brewster,. Howell & Heyman, 
complaining that Judge Ellis having 
certified the bill of exceptions was 
without jurisdiction to pass further or- 
ders in the case, and that, although su- 
persedeas of his decree had operated 
as a matter of law 2 compliance with 
the requirements of the statutes relat- 
ing to supersedeas, nevertheless, Gen- 
eral Wright, as insurance commissioner, 
was undertaking to act under the su- 
perseded decree of Judge Ellis, and to 
reinsure the business of The Empire 
Life with the International of St. Louis, 
and asking an injunction in the prem- 


ses. 

This petition was presented to Judge 
Bell, of Fulton superior court, and was 
by him referred to Judge Ellis, who 
has N handled the litigaticn 
and entered the judgments complained 
of, and Judge Ellis declined to issue 
any restraining order upon the petition 
On the ground that any interference 
with the execution and performance of 
the authorized contracts of reinsurance 
would practically nullify his original! 
decree. 

M. L. Wilson, president of the Inter- 
national Life Insurance company, being 
advised of the action of Judge Ellis, 
arrived in Atlanta on Saturday morn- 
ing and N immediately to the 
offices of the Empire Life Insurance 
company in order to take over and 
transfer to St. Louis the papers and 
records relating to outstanding insur- 
ance issued by the Empire Life with a 
view to consummating the contracts 
r authorized by Judge 

8. é 
Ask Writ of Prohibition. 

Albert Howell, Jr., and Aurthur Hey- 
man, of the firm of 1 Brewster, 
Howell & Heyman, at this juncture 
presented to the supreme court a peti- 
tion for a writ of prohibition, to which 
was attached the record of the case in 
Fulton superior court, including the 
various orders passed by Judge Ellis, 
and complained that the actions taken 
in Fulton superior court were illegal 
and unwarranted and that Judge Wil- 
liam D. Ellis, as judge of that court, 
and William A. right, as insurance: 
commissioner, were acting illegally in 
ordering. or performing the contracts 
of reinsurance while the case was 
3 in the supreme court upon ap- 
peal. 

After considering the recitals and 
prayers of the petition and citations 
of authority quoted by the attorneys, 
the supreme court sanctioned the writ 
of prohibition and caused it to be 
served by the sheriff of the supreme 
court upon Judge W. D. Ellis as judge 
of Fulton superior court and upon. Wil- 
liam A. Wright as insurance commis- 
sioner, and upon the president of the 
International Life Insurance company, 
restraining them from passing further 
orders or taking further steps to carry 
out the decree of Fulton superior court, 
or to enforce the authorized contracts 
of reinsurance while the dase was pend- 
ea 3 on appeal in the supreme court. 

n the meantime the order which 
sanctioned the writ of 


hye ren Gp pro- 
vided that the matter be assigned for 
hearing from all parties in the su- 
preme court at 3 o’clock Monday, March 
20, at which time, after argument, the 
court will determine whether the wrii 
of prohibition will be permanently con- 
tinued or dissolved. ' 

Attaches of the supreme court stated 
that as far as the records of the court 
show this case affords the first in- 
stance in the history of the court in 
which the supreme court has sanction- 
ed a writ of prohibition 8 any 
judge or executive officer of the state, 
or adopted this writ or procedure in 
support of the jurisdiction of the su- 
preme court. 

Records in the Case. 

The records of Fulton superior court 
show that General Wright, as insur- 
ance commissioner, in attempting to 
take over the business of the Empire 
Life originally acted under orders of 


Richmond superior court, and that the 
writ of prohibition which eusted the 
jurisdiction of that court and brought 
the administration of the Empire Life 
under the courts of Fulton county was 
originally. sanctioned by Judge Ellis 
and made permanent by Judge Pendle- 
ton, both of Fulton superior court. 

The affairs of the Empire Life have 
subsequently engaged the attention of 
the courts with more or less exclusive 
continuity. 

The demurrer of the Empire Life 
to the original bill of J. R. Brown was 
overruled 2 Judge Ellis and an ap- 
peal from his decision was filed by 
Little, Powell, Smith & Goldstein, at- 
torneys for the Empire Life, and by 
R. C. and P. H. Alston, as attorneys 
for the insurance commissioner, and 
is now pending in the supreme court. 

The subsequent petition of William 
A. Wright, as insurance commissioner, 
for directior concerning liability of the 
company for certain installment poli- 
cies was also decided by Judge llis 
adversely to the petition, and the judg- 
ment was appealed by the attorneys 
for the Empire Life and is now pend- 
ing in the supreme court. 

The present writ of prohibition 
completes the third branch of the case 
now before the supreme court for de- 
termination.

out in a rather unusual way. Other 
layers have made as many home runs 
On the average as has Baker, during 
their big league career. Other players 
have made home runs in the world’s 
series, yet none have acquired the fame 
that clings to the name of Baker. The 
answer, that is easy. Baker made his 
hits in the big series in the crisis. 
His home runs invariably came at a 
time when his club appeared beaten. 
His drives proved the turning point in 
the game, changing apparent defeat 
into glorious victory. By way of ex- 
planation, I will cite just a few cases: 

In the 1911 series, New York won 
the first game, regarded as a distinct 
advantage. The second game was a 
nip and tuck affair up to the sixth, 
the score being 1 to 0. With two 
down in the sixth, Collins doubled 
down the left field foul line. Then 
Baker sent the crowd wild with a 
terrific drive over the right field wall 
at Shibe park. That mighty wallop 
decided the game, the score ending 
8 to 1. The crowd talked about noth- 
ing except that home run of Baker's, 
as it filed out of the park.

When the Giants and the Athletics 
met again in 1913, much stress was laid 
on the ability of the New York pitchers 
to stop Baker. In the very first game 
Baker sent New York fans home cuss- 
ing his name, because his home run 
drive in the right field stands with Col- 
lins on second, had decided the game 
in favor of the Athletics, 6 to 4. A 
few days prior to this game, Mathew- 
son 2 Marquard journeyed over to 
Philly to see the Athletics in action 
against Boston in the final game of 
the American league. It was a strange 
coincidence that just as the two great 
pitchers took their seats, Baker hit a 
high fast one on the outside, delivered 
by Smoky Joe Wood, into the left field 
bleachers. 

Some More Feats ef Swat. 

In 1912 the Washington club, of the 
American league, won venteen 
straight games, sixteen of them away 
from home. The Philadelphia club 
finally interrupted the winning streak. 
Washington led, 1 to 0, up to the ninth, 
two were down and two strikes on 
Frank Baker, when the husky third- 
sacker hit the ball over the right field 
wall, tied the score, and a few innings 
later the Athletics put over the win- 
ning run. More advertising for Mr. 
Baker. 

At the present time much space is 
being devoted to stories about Baker, 
and the number of home runs he is 
liable to hit into right fleld stands at 
the Polo grounds.

C omiskey Discusses the 


Time Baseball 


~ 
By Malcolm MacLean. 

“Times have changed since I was ay 
ball player,” said President Charles 
Comiskey, of the White Sox. I remem- 
ber our spring training at St. Louis 


when I was with the old Browns. I 


often think of it, especially when I con- 


* sider the de luxe way in which play- 


ers of today are handled in the south. 

“Our season opened about, April 12, 
so we all reported at St. Louis on 
March 20—all thirteen or fourteen of 
us. Rookies weren’t so numerous ‘then, 
We were practically all veterans, Then 
we would get our oldest uniforms on 
and run around the park. This was 
7 = work, especially when it was 
iting cold. 

“If there happened to a snow flurry 
and a heavy wind some of us would 
cut ‘our old overcoats. off, just above 
the knee, and run around wearing 
them. I had a glove, being a first- 
sacker, so did the catchers. But the 


rest of the players used their bare 


hands always, ‘and the ball would sting 


I can tell you on those cold mornings. 


No Southern Training. 

“Go south, for training? No, nothing 
like. that. We did our work right in 
that ball yard. Once in a while we 
managed to have a game with a pick- 
up nine—there wern’t enough of us to 
make two complete teams. But we 
never took any short trips for exhibi- 
tion battles then. 

“How well I remember the first time 
the Browns played in the, south for 
exhibition 2 It was, I believe, 
the — 4 of 1889. Our Browns and 
Detro of the other league, were the 
big rivals then, and we staged a series 
of battles. at New Orleans. 
had Thompson, Brouthers and players 
of that caliber. We had Robson, Glea- 
son, Latham, Curt Welsh, Nat Hudson, 
Bushong and Carruthers among others. 

“That wag a wonderful event—go- 
ing away to the south in the spring. 
Today it is anything but unusual. 

“It was asked once if we had any 
trainers and rubbers when we worked 
at St. Louis in the spring. My answer 
was no! it was too cold, anyway, to be 
rubbed down then.” 

Von der Ahe a Card. 

One of the funniest things that hap- 
pened at St. Louis in those early days 
was when the ball park was renovated 
every spring. A few gallons of paint 
were used to slick up the grand stand, 
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was also painted. 
renovating. 

Von der Ahe, der little boss, was a 
great-character. Many stories are told 
of. his mannerisms and quaint sayings 
when he owned der Browns. 

Often, after his team ‘lost a game, 
Chris would dash into the alub's dress- 
ing room, single out a cer@in player 
and shout: “Vy did you drop dat ball, 
eh?” 

He took every muff as a personal af- 
front and seemed to think the poor 
players could explain, in well chosen 
words, why they happened to muff, 

Little Tommy. 

Von der Ahe took 9 reat pride in his 
Browns and, because his men were big 
fellows, called his organization the 
biggest club.” Or, rather, all were big 
except Tommy McCarthy. 

McCarthy was a Aiaiinative outfielder 
about the size of Rabbit Maranyille, of 
the Braves, or Ownie Bush, of the 
Tigers. He was fast and had a great 
whip. If the runner did not watch 
his step Tommy was as liable as not 
to throw him out from rfght field on a 
short single.

When the American association 
came into being Von der Ahe put a sec- 
ond St. Louis team on the field, called 
the Maroons. These men played at his 
lot when the Browns, were on the road, 
thus giving the city continuous ball. 
Old-timers still talk of the excite- 
ment there was at St. Louis when the 
amazing total of twenty-six or twenty- 
eight players reported.for spring prac- 
tice. Major league teams then only 
carried from thirteen to fifteen men, so 
when such a raft of stars invaded one 
city it was no wonder the inhabitants 
thought, it great pumpkins. 

There was one drawback, however. 
The park wasn’t large enough to per- 
mit this many players to take spring 
practice. It was remedied by having 
the Browns take the field while the 
Maroons were running around just in- 
side the fence. Then when the latter 
got tired they would start batting and 
the Browns would take a course of 
distance sprinting.

PIGEONS AS A MONEY MAKER. 


Now, when I come to think of it, 
what I don't know about pigeons would 
make a good sized volume. Long on 
chickens, turkeys, ducks, and geese, but 
short on pigeons. True, I keep a few, 
but have not gone down after it as 
I have for the rest of the feathered 
tribe. 

Pigeons not being in the regular 
poultry standard, but in a class by 
themselves, are bred in all colors, and 
there are more varieties of them than 
“Carter had oats.” 

Pigeons are divided into two classes, 
for general purposes, utility and fancy. 
The heavier breeds, such as Dragoon, 
Homer, Hen Pigeon, Runt, Carneaux, 
etc., are classed with the utility, as 
any of them will produce squabs for

eating of large size and delicate flavor. 
Homers are preferred by the larger 
market breeders. 

Of course, any of the above can be 
bred for the show room, but the lighter 
breeds, such as Fantails, Tumblers, 
Owls, etc., etc., are the ones that are 
bred more especially for the fdncy side. 

Wild game birds are becoming more 
scarce each year. The properly reared 
squab pigeon comes nearer taking the 
place of these wild birds than anything 
else, except it be our domestic guinea 
broilers. That squabs make fine eating, 
those who have eaten them can attest. 
Squabs should be marketed before they 
commence to fly or the meat will be 
dark. There is always a ready market 
for good, plump squabs at restaurants, 
hotels or to private families. Prices 
never bring below that of frying chick- 
ens. They are always sold in pairs, 
so much per pound. 

Most people living in rural districts 
rave some loft that could, with little 
extra time and care, be made to add 
quite a little income to the pocket. 

Nearly any ioft or building can be made 
suitable for a breeding pen, so that it 
is dry and free from draughts, buildin 
as many nests as there are pairg o 
breeders. 

As a general thing, good breeders 
usually lay two egtzs before the squabs 
previously hatched are out of the nest, 
hence two nests are a necessity. 

Good breeding pigeons will hatch 
from seven to eleven pairs a year. In 
fact, July is about the oniy month in 
the year that a good breed of pigeons 
do not lay or hatch. The parent birds 
feea and care for the young until old 
enough to leave the nest, hence the 
feed, like that of the chicken, should 
be as varied as possible, and should in- 
clude wheat, corn, buckwheat, barley, 
peas, hulled oats, millet, grit, shell and 
salt. I find old plaster kept in dishes 
excellent. Pigeons relish some green 
feed when confined to a fly, young, ten- 
der clover, alfalfa, cabbage and lettuce. 
Water, of course; lots of it to bathe in 
and some to drink. 

The boxes for holding the feed should 
be made like a miniature hopper for 
chickens, and so arranged that the 
birds cannot soil the contents. As the 
birds drink and bathe in the same 
water, it is well to have the vessels 
full large; they can be of granite, iron, 
wood or crockery. A dish four inches 
deep and nine inches across. 

These dishes should be supplied with 
fresh water twice a day at least, and 
scalded twice a week. 

Listen to this young man! When 
once mated the pair remain true to 
each other through life. Should one 
die the other will pick out the next 
single male or female in the flock for 
its life mate, or should there be no 
maids or bachelors the bird will re- 
main true to its lost mate. 

Like the poultry business, to be suc- 
cessful one must be watchful, see that 
your birds are doing what they should 
and that there is ho avenue open 
through which a leak in the profits 
might occur. Pigeons are subject to 
all the ills the chicken family are heir 
to and a few others, therefore constant 


essential to any degree of success. 

If one is so situated that they can- 
not allow their pigeons unrestrained 
liberty a fly should be constructed. 
This fly need not be an extensive or 
an expensive affair; in fact, I think 
Homers do better with a limited fl

THE BEST BREED AGAIN. 

Mrs. Claud Piper, Boaz, Ky., R. No. 3. 
Dear Uncle Joe: As I am a reader of 
The Constitution, also a beginner in 
poultry, would like te ask some few 
questions. I have a first-class ineu- 
bator and brooder. But no full stock 
chickens. Have 180 eggs sitting. What 
I want advice about is the best stock. 
Buff Wyandottes or the Rhode Island 
Reds for all use. I want to buy full 
stock eggs and what about keeping 
the male birds out of the hatch or or- 
der a bird from the same place where 
I get my eggs? I will try your plan on 
the fireless brooder. 

Answer—It is ge! ef to know 
that you are a reader of e Consti- 
tution, and hence a member of our 
poultry chub, and I hope you will con- 
tinue so as long as you are able to 
read and take an interest in all things 
earthly. 

I do sincerely hope before you leave 
this meeting place tonight that with 
our united efforts we can convert you 
to “better poultry and more of it.” 

While some of the brothers give us 
a little chills and fever music (pianis- 
sino on the Jews-harp) I will try my 
persuasive powers. I might commence 
by saying a standard bred fowl will 
lay three eggs to a mongrel's one, but 
I won't, because all would depend on 
the strain, 2 care, etc. But stand- 
ard bred fowls, fed even as mongrels 
are, will lay more eggs than the afore- 
said mongrels. Isn't that an item when 
cost of feed is considered? 

And again. “Pshaw, what’s the use? 
You ‘are already becoming interested 
in “full stock” chickens, or you would 
not have asked me about Buff Wyan- 
dottes, and buying standard bred males. 
Gentlemen, thanks for the music. 

You can, of course, build up a flock 
of standard bred by buying eggs this 
year and raising all the youngsters you 
can, and next season dispose of your 
crubs and keep only the birds hatched 
rom the eggs ught this season, 

I think it would hardly be necessary 
to buy a male bird next season from 
the party from whom you bought the 
eggs, though if you did, it. would be 
best to buy a two-year-old bird to mate 
with the pullets. Though, as I started 
to say, you could, on a pinch, use one 
of the males hatched this year for one 
season and the . year buy a male 

f the same strain. 

: I never think it advisable when start- 
ing with standard bred poultry to buy 
a Buff chicken. There are so many 
shades of Buff, that it is hard to tell 
just the right shade to get, and unless 
one pays—what would be to some—a 
high price, Sad are not apt to get a 

od Buff chicken, 

80% welcome you among the ranks of 
the standard bred poultry breeders. 


“CURIOUS EGGS.” 

Mrs. J. J. Vann, DeFuniak Springs, 
Fla.—Uncle Joe: I read in The Consti- 
tution what you write about poultry, 
and I have come for assistance. I have 
two hens that lay very curious eggs; 
they are most three inches long and 
do not have any yellow in them, just 
the white and the shell of same is very 
thin. ‘They droop around for a while 
before they lay and sometimes a day 
or so afterwards. One is mixed with 
White Leghorn and the other Brown 
Leghorn. We feed them on whole corn 
and chops, also have rescue grass for 
them. These eggs are very small 
around, but long as I said above. 

Answer: This trouble is caused by 
your hens being too fat, cut down 
the feed, or if they are on range, al-

CHOLERA, 

Mrs. J. P. Missildine, Ariton, Ala. 
Dear Uncle Joe: Will you please give 
me a remedy for cholera? My chickens 
have it and I have failed to find any 
cure for it. I have -tried poke root and 
other remedies, but they keep dying. 
Please tell me at the next meeting if 
you can. 

Answer—Being a married man, I 
never like to “spute” a woman’s word, 
for I know the consequences. But I 
want to say that I can’t believe your 
chickens have cholera. Cholera is es- 
sentially a summer disease and comes 
with piping hot weather. 

You said it was cholera so I will 
shut up and not try and convince vou, 
Here is a recipe for making a cholera 
cure, and if any are effective this ons 
is. Even if they are sick otherwise it 
will not do any harm to give it. Flour 
of sulphur 8 0ozs., pulverized charcoal 
4 ozs., pulverized capsicum 2 ozs., pul- 
verized rhubarb 3 oZs., carbonate of 
iron 8 ozs., pulverized opium % on., 
pulverized golden seal 1 oz Mix 
thoroughly when it is ready for use, 
Keep in an air-tight package to pre- 
serve strength. 

For use make a pill of this mixture 
about the size of a small pea and force 
it down the infected bird’s throat. 

This is good as a preventive of 
cholera, also good for hog cholera. The 
drugs are all very cheap and can be 
had at any drug or general country 
store. 

But I don’t think it’s cholera! It 
never touched me. I dodged the 
broom just as it reached me. 


TURKEYS LAYING. 

Mrs. D. A. McKinnon.—Dear Uncle 
Joe: It has been quite awhile since I 
have written the poultry page. Please 
let me enter the white house, as 1 
have the White Holland turkeys and 
Pekin ducks. My ducks are laying fine 
now. I do like to raise them; they are 
so easy to raise and grow so fast. I 
believe they are the most profitable 
fowl there is. I get so many nice 
feathers from them. My turkeys are 
very pretty, but don’t have much suc- 
cess raiging them. I hatched 17 last 
year; just raised four. Please, Uncle 
Joe, tell mé if you can let them go 
as soon as hatched? Itried keeping 
them up until dew dried last year, and 
had them with a turkey mother. My 
turkeys are laying now.

Cotton will ever be the chief article 
of agricultural attention in the south, 
but corn will rise very soon to its 
place as a fit and necessary companion 
of cotton. Wheat and oats will add 
to the garner of grain and provender 
a rich store. Peas, peanuts, velvet 
beans, soy beans, alfalfa and clover 
will each come along for a share in the 
appreciation and effort of the future 
farmer. Where all these are there will 
be an improved quality of cattle, 
horses, mules and hogs. The finest 
field for skillful intelligence to ex- 
ploit is the southern farm. It will re- 
ward the toller with generous returns. 


That will be a blessed day when the 
farmer finds his final emancipation | 


from the hay fields and grain fields 
of the west and the packing houses 
of the north. It is coming. 

Such variety in agricultural pursuits 
will not be satisfied to stop just there. 
Greater variety will follow. The farm 
of the future will be the breeding 
— of horses, mules, cattle, sheep, 

ogs, goats and fowls of many varie- 
ties. The farmer’s wife of the future 
will make the world wonder at the re- 
sults of her attention to poultry and 
other features of domestic industry. 

Not less than many of these will be 
the rewards of the small apiary. 
can be kept at such a small cost that 
nearly every farm yard will have its 
colony or colonies. 

The initial cost is insignificant. The 
time which the bees demand is very 
little. A single colony ought to yield 
twenty-five pounds of honey, and a 
new swarm each year: Some years it 
will do better than that. The approxi- 
mate co of the single colony will be 
around $7.50. 

The twenty-five pounds of comb 
honey is worth at least $3.75, and the 
new swarm is worth about $6.00. Sc 
here is a prospect of the colony pay- 
ing for itself during the first year. 
The second year the keeper begins 
with two colonies. He may legitimate- 
ly expect fifty pounds of comb honey 
and two new swarms this year. That 
is $7.50 worth of honey and $10 worth 
of new bees. An additional expense 
of $5 will house these new swarms. 

The amount of labor actually involv- 
ed in this amount of bee-keeping is 
doo small to reckon more than a small 
recreation. 

It must not’ be inferred that I am 
urging that any member of the family 
can with certainty of success under- 
take this new domestic endeavor. An 
interest in it, a determination to suc- 
ceed, even a love for it, will make the 
whole undertaking more a certainty. 
But to go at it indifferently, indolent- 
ly, trusting to luck and the industry 
of the bee spells failure. 

Sometimes the housewife has taken 
over the bees, and women do make 
good bee-keepers. But a nervous and 
excitable creature will more than like- 
ly meet many a stinging rebuff. In 
spite of the common notjon that a wo- 
man can only cook, wash, sew, churn 
and sweep, a great many are doing 
great and worthy things in the world's 
life of activity today. 

A small orchard, a few chickens and 
turkeys, and small apiary would give 
many an industrious woman a liveli- 
hood far more worth while than the 
unendurable monotony and terrible 
strain of the office or the store. 

Where there is not some profit from 
the bees you may be sure that the 
fault is in the handling. It is not an 
exaggeration to expect, as I indicate 
above, a profit of from $5.00 to $7.50 a 
year on a colony. Occasionally the 
conditions might render it less, but on 
the average I believe it would be more 
in any well-regulated bee-yard.

Answer—lIt is unfortunate that your 
husband is “agin” your buying stan- 
dard bred eggs in order that you may, 
the qucker, improve your flock from 
mongrels to standard bred. Again, I 
say, it is unfortunate. 

But since you have standard Silver 
Wyandotte males, you can, in about 
four generations, or four years, build 
up your flock to near or quite standard. 
is is done as follows: Mate your 
Silver males to your common hens this 

ear. Next fall cull out all the chicks 

atched that do not resemble a Silver 
Wvrandotte in shape and color. 

n 1917 mete e same male back 
to the 1916 pullets, and in the fall of 
that year cull again. But this time 
selecting a cockerel to mate back on 
the 1916 hatched hens. Follow this 
method up for two more generations 
and you will be near the standard Sil- 
ver Wyandotte.

Alapaha and Willacoochee, where we 
found 16 piles within a short distance 
and as many as 31 piles within two 
miles of each other and along the rail- 
road bed. It seemed that they were 
more plentiful in or near small streams 
of water than on the level or on high- 
er land. 

The state in which these many piles 
of cattle bones happened to be or the 
railroad line along which they are scat- 
tered are merely incidental. The im- 
portant point is that they were the re- 
mains of cattle that had died of tick 
fever, no doubt, and that could have 
been saved had the people been willing 
to join hands d eradicate the tick. 
That the cattle had sought water be- 
fore dying indicates that they died of 
fever, and the k fever is the only 
fear common to e in the southern 
United States. Hundreds of thousands 
of dollars are lost in this way every 
year in tick infected .area, and will 
continue to be 80 till the tick is com- 
pletely eradicated. Besides, it will hard- 
ly be worth while to introduce a fine 
breed of cattle in tick areas, because 
they will prove more susceptible to the 
fever and will die within a short while 
after their introduction. , 

Farmers ought to join hands in one 
great and mighty effort to rid the en- 
tire country of the cattle tick. This 
will be the beginning of a great day 
for the south—when conditions are 
made possible for the development of 
better and more livestock. 

The federal government in co-opera- 
tion with the various state departments 
of agriculture stands ready to lend a 
helping hand in this direction. 

The success of such an undertaking 
will depend on the attitude of the peo- 
ple toward it. If they all are in favor 
of it the ticks will soon go, and sure- 


od ly they are now ready to get together 


and let the tick go. ‘These great val- 
leys of bones can soon be converted 
into rich and green pastures for keep- 
ing the best breeds of cattle. All good 
pasture grasses and clovers will grow 
on most of these lands. 
What to De With the Bones? 

The shortage in potash suggests the 
gfeat importance of gathering these 
bones and grinding them up and put- 
ting them in our fields as fertilizer. They 
are rich in phosporus and potash, and 
should not be allowed to go to waste 
in a year like this. Farmers should 
go through the woods and collect them 
in wagons, and either grind or break 
them up and apply them to the fields. 

We must not forget that it costs us 
a good deal to plant food to grow a 
crop of any kind, and unless we con- 
tinue to return something back to the 
soil, the crops themselves grow shorter 
and shorter. Animal bones are made 
largely of the minerals extracted from 
the foods, and since these fo are 
mostly vegetable, we should consider 
the more seriously putting them back 
so the succeeding crops can take them 


up. 

* The Grinding. 

It would be costly and difficult to 
rig up a grinder or a little mill for 
grinding these bones, and it is suggest- 
ed that they be broken up with ham- 
mers, into as small pieces as practicable, 
and apply them direct to the land, 


PLANT COTTON EARLY. 

It will de remembered that one of 
the essentials in making cotton in 
the boll weevil section is to plant 
early. Dr. Hunter found out that the 
early planting gave to the weevil no 
advantage at all, but on the other 
hand proved most beneficial. to the 
farmer. The cotton begins to fruit 
early and a good crop can be made and 
the stalks plowed under early in the 
fall and cut the weevil out of his fall

TOO LATE TO FERTILIZE SMALL 
GRAIN. f 


When this issue of the paper gets 
into the hands of farmers it will be 
too late to top-dress small grain with 
nitrate of soda or sulphate of am- 
monia or other nitrogenous fertilizers, 
unless it is spring-planted grain or is 
otherwise very late. 

The best time for applying top 
dressing is between 8 and 
March 1, just as the young plants de- 
gin to spring new shoots or when the 
central plant begins to joint. The 
exact date cannot be set, but it will 
usually occur between the dates men- 
tioned above. 

‘Some farmers inquire if it pays to 
top-dress small grain at all. This is 
& matter that has long since been set- 
tled. It always pays to apply nitro- 
genous fertilizer to small grain in 
spring, especially the quickly available 
nitrogens, and some farmers have found 
that it pays to apply a complete ferti- 
lizer in spring. 


COMPLETE THE SPRING PLANTING 
OF THE GARDEN. 

It is time to plant the Irish potatoes 
and other semi-hardy plants, and to 
pat tomato and eggplant seed in boxes. 

any expert gardeners already have 
large tomato plants ready for trans- 
planting to the garden when the 
weather becomes suitable. It is also 
well to risk beans now. They may go 
through, and if so, we have gained 
two or three weeks. A risk of only a 
ten-cent package of seed may give 
us many a delicious meal of fresh 
snap beans. I always plant an early 
crop and run the risk. Sometimes I 
fail, but oftener I succeed, and the 
pleasure that the early crop brings is 
more than worth the risk. 


KEEP THE CRUST BROKEN IN THE 
GARDEN. : 

If we wish early vegetables we 
must keep the crust broken so the 
young plants will grow rapidly. When 
the soil is properly tilled the spring 
sun will penetrate the soil and the 
plants will make rapid growth. If the 
erust is hard, the heat will be reflect- 
ed and the soil will absorb very little 
of it. Besides, the warm spring air 
will also penetrate a porous soil, while 
it cannot penetrate an air-tight soil. 
Crust whieh has been formed by hard 
spring rains is almost air-tight, it is 
so closely woven together. oosen it 
up by a little work, and the crops will 
begin to grow. What miracles can 
often be wrought by a little work! 
Sometimes we dread the work, but 
once it is done, we feel happy over it.

The extraordinary winter demand 
for automobiles when considered witH 
the widespread freight car shortage 
has brought about a condition without 
precedent in the automobile industry. 
It is no novel thing for dealers, locat- 


ed near an automobile factory, to have 


cars delivered to them at the factory 
in good weather and to drive them 


| home over the roads. 


It is decidedly novel, however, to 
see more than a hundred dealers and 
some coming from

of a terrific snow storm, driving home 
over roads well-nigh im ble in 
laces, to get cars to deliver to wait- 
ng customers who are unwilling to 
take chances on demoralized freight 
deliveries. 

This was the condition at the big 
Willys Overland plant last Monday, 
when 132 cars were delivered to deal- 
ers coming from all parts of Ohio, 
Michigan and Indiana. 

The demand for cars, particularly 
the new light popular-priced — 
75, has opened up.an unusual vol e 
of earl uying. This combined with 
a freight car shortage,’ the most se- 
rioug ever experienced by the indus- 
try, has created a condition that has 
required every ingenuity to meet. 
Many carloads have been shipped in 
gondola and flat cars protected by tar- 
paulins. A train load of more than 
one hundred Overlands were shipped 
to Boston last week, requiring a spe- 
cial guard of three men in addition to 
the regular train crew to see that 
they were undisturbed during the 
journey. ‘ 0 
Overland dealers at distant points, 
while envious of those located close 
enough to take factory deliveries, are 
quite alive to the fact that the fac- 
tory is doing everything possible to 
supply them adequately.

THE “HIGH BROW” AND 


THE “LOW BROW.” 

Doctor Brander Matthews, of Colum- 
bia college, defined the “high brow” as 
“es person who has a habitual atti- 
tude of contempt toward that which 
is popular, and also as a person who 
generally is educated beyond his intel- 
ligence,.” 

That is a good definition, but how 
would Doctor Matthews define the indi- 
vidual who calls everybody a high 
brow who advances an idea beyond the 
confines of mediocrity? 

And how would he define the indi- 
vidual who takes the destructive view 
of everything, whether it is popular 
or unpopular? 

It is not unusual to hear the remark 
made pertaining to a young man or 
woman, “he or she knows too much” 
to have a good time. 

Not long ago a very young woman 
in a company of people, gave her opin- 
ion of a book she had read in such 
clever terms there were many com- 
ments made, somebody saying: “How 
phenomenally bright she is; she can 
actually converse; not merely talk!“ 

The truth is the young woman may 
not be so phenomenally bright, but she 
is well-bred, and has been carefully 
educated. Being well-bred, she is 
adaptable, and being carefully educated 
she tallks thoughtfully — converses. 
It is probably but a question of time 
until her superiority will peeve: those 
not so well trained as she, and she will 
be called a “blue stocking,” though 
she wears the daintiest pink and white 
ones, and is one of the most graceful 
dancers in the young contingent, who 
have nothing to do. | 

Fashions and fads change, and may- 
be it will become a fashion for a 
young woman to do the things that she 
knows are correct; to converse occa- 
sionally about things without fear of 
being called a “high brow” or “blue 
stocking.“ | 

Maybe it will be stylish for young 
people not to hesitate to enjoy the mu- 
Sic of opera, or high-class drama, and 
to be willing to stay at home two or 
three evenings im the week, and to 
confess even they read books not 
barred from the library table. 

A “high brow” is generally a tire- 
some person, but they are really not 
so demoralizing to people in general 
as those individuals who pride them- 
selves on their mediocrity, their igno- 
rance of things in general and who 
shun conversation which does not 
hinge on clothes, personal gossip, or 
questionable stories.

HICKS TO CONDUCT

IL. D. Hicks, advertising manager of 
The Southern Ruralist, will de in 
charge of the next meeting of the ad- 
vertising class of the Tech School of 
Commerce, which holds regular ses- 
sions every Wednesday night in the 
Walton building.

He 
created such a furore then that not 
other baritone of the Metropolitan 
troupe has since dared regularly to es- 
say the part while this greatest actor of 
the operatic stage has been in condi- 
tion to sing it. Scarpia is not only 
Scotti’s greatest role but Scotti is, as 
near as mortal can be, a perfect Scar- 
pia. With Tosca, it is different. Other 
dramatic sopranos, with perhaps greater 
vocal attainments, have more or less 
successfully attempted the role, but 
none with anything like the complete 
fitness of the American star. Tosca 
requires as much of stunning youthn- 
ful beauty and emotionally tense act- 
ing, as of pure voice; and in these 
Geraldine Farrar reigns supreme. 

As for the third member of the trio, 
Martinelli will make a better Cava- 
radossi than Martin. This is no dis- 
paragement on the latter singer; Aar- 
tin rarely can be beat as Lieutenant 
Pinkerton, for instance, in “Madame 
Butterfly.” But Cavaradoss!i, like Tos- 
ca and Scarpia, is another very emo- 
tional part, requiring a warmth of his- 
trionic treatment in which Martinelli 
excels. 

When, on the other hand, it becomes 
_mecegsary to compare young Martinelli 
with the world’s greatest tenor, one 
must tread carefully.

The Quitman Free Press estimated 
the crowd attending 3,000, and called 
the speeches made by Governor Harris 
and Mrs. Fitzpatrick the “orowning fea- 
tures of the chautaugua.” 

Mrs. Fitzpatrick’s address preceded 
the governors. She stressed the vital 
importance of educating the children of 
Georgia, laying compelling emphasis 
upon the need for laws compelling at- 
tendance at school for a certain period 
each year. She made clear the pur- 
poses uppermost in the minds of the 
loyal club women of Georgia, who have 
chiefly to do with improving home con- 
ditions as well as to seek earnestly to 
stamp out illiteracy. 

In the course of his speech, follow- 
ing Mrs. Fitzpatrick’s, Governor Harris 
came out squarely for a compulsory 
education law. “I heartily endorse Mrs. 
Fitzpatrick’s address,“ stated the gov- 
ernor, “and adopt it as my platform. 
I am in favor of compulsory education, 
and hope to see a bill put through the 
legislature at the summer session. 

‘We are determined to wipe out il- 
literacy from the mountains to the sea- 
shore. We won't have it. We are 
going to get Georgia out of the forty- 
fourth place in the ranking of illiteracy 
in the states of the union; take the 
negroes out of the rating and she takes 
twenty-sixth place on the list.” 


Civic Housekeeping. 


A popular magazine has an article 
entitled “Laying the Broom to Civic 
Housekeeping.” The writer remarks 
on untidiness as one of the seven dead- 
ly sins, with the conclusion that the 
United States is as deadly a sinner in 
this respect as unwashed Africa. 

The article is pretty severe, but no 
more so than is deserved. It tells of a 
Briton, one who knows us better than 
does Bernard Shaw, who felt, after 
much going up and down our land, 
that our national motto was, “Let her 
go at that.“ 5 

It furthermore says that we are the 
most slovenly of great civilized na- 
tions. Almost everywhere we tolerate 
a public display of rubbish that in other 
lands would be kept out of sight and 
economically consumed, while the or- 
dinary citizen casts into the public 
streets crumpled papers, half smoked 
cigars, banana peelse—any worthless 
and unsightly thing that he finds for 
the moment a burden. Worse than all 
this, though perhaps because of all this, 
our governments, whether municipal, 
state or federal, utterly fail to set the 
public an example of neatness and 
cleanliness in the maintenance of gov- 
e ental premises.

css CHILDREN IN ATLANTA'S PUBLIC Schools 
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There are at present 685 children in 


the public schools of Atlanta who need 


special classes provided for them be- 


: — cause of certain conditions which may 


be classed under the heads physical, 
or mental defects; retarded progress, 
because of long illness, or residence in 
communities removed from schools; 
lack of parental training, or incorrigi- 
ble conduct. 

There are but four classes provided 
for these children in Atlanta, one at 
the Boulevard school, one at Ashby 
street, one at Fair street, and one at 


[Lee street school. They are. neces- 


sarily small because in the special 
classes no teacher can handle more 
than 14 pupils, and no teacher who 
has not had special. training in this 
line can teach the class at all. 

With only the three classes, it con- 
fines the service of the classes almost 
entirely to the communities in which 
these three schools center, for children 
far removed from them cannot get to 
the schools, as such children obviously 
have to be under continued protection, 
twhile many are unable to pay the neo- 


jessary car fare. 


Whenever the case of the defective, 
retarded or incor-igible child is present- 
ed, and extra provision is made for 
him, there are the thoughtless wo 
will talk of the “survival of the fit- 
test,” or who will question why the 
citizen at large is taxed for the child 
who cannot keep up, or stand with the 
others. That question belongs so far 
back in the history of civilization it 
would be idle to answer it. Twentieth 
century standards require that every 
child be given his chance for worthy 
citizenship, and the boast of this re- 
public is that the public school system 
is the institution that gives him that 
chance. ; : 
Special classes are provided for him 
in the ‘schools not ply for his help, 
but for the protection of the other chil- 
dren more fortunate than he ig. 

That the system of special classes 
is one economic as well as humanita- 


rian, in line with the last thought 
in social progress, is proven in the fact 
that the majority of cities in the United 
States, with an average population of 
25,000 people, have inaugurated them; 
in the larger cities, the special classes 
are established in connection with 
every school. .

“The third type of class is that to 
deal with the boy or girl who seems 
| incorrigible—a parental class for boys 
and one for girls who seem to be in- 
corrigible. With proper guidance 
such boys and girls often make the 
finest men and women. E 

“These cases are likewise for indi- 
vidual attention and the curriculum 
should be so shaped as to give each 
of these ‘incorrigibles’ a chance to dis- 
cover his ‘bent,’ and to keep busy at 
something which is profitable.” 


WHAT I SAW IN 
ATLANTA’S SPECIAL CLASSES. 

When I was asked to visit the spe- 
cial classes of Atlanta's public schools, 
I confess I rather shrank from going. 
None of us like to see anything but 
the bright side of child life. We want 
to see them well and happy, and with 
everything in life before them. If 
anything is wrong with them we want 
to forget it, but some of us must see 
things as they are, and some of us 
must make it our business to see the 
little. fellow 1 fortunate given his 
chance. I h the wrong idea of the 
special class—for I found in it the 
happiest atmosphere and interest pos- 
sessing everybody. ae 

Walking in one of these classes I 
have never seen more activity. About 
14 little folks, all busy, were there, 
and I recognized the assistant super- 
intendent of the public school, with 
hammer in hand, driving tacke in a lit- 
tle frame directed by a little boy, who 
indicated to him just the place to put 
the tacks.

A TEACHER’S 
VIEWPOINT. — | 
An Atlanta teacher, a specialist in

„The value of Special classes two- 
fold. First, a wonderful blessing to 
the child, who is handicapped; second, 
to the other children of the regular 
class who frequently lose a great deal 
of time, because of the one child who 
needs individual attention.“ 

Special classes lighten the teacher's 
burden. The teacher of them has a 
limited number to deal with, a flexi- 
ble curriculum and time to give the in- 
dividual child individual attention.

Special classes are a blessing to the 
child who is handicapped. Because, 
for the first time, he is studied as an 
individual, and the curriculum planned 
to suit him.

The necessity for increased facilities in 
the special classes provided in the public 
schools of Atlanta for children defective, re- 
tarded or incorrigible, is set forth in an in- 
teresting article by Isma Dooly in another 
department of today’s Constitution. 
Emphasizing the necessity for these 
classes, not only because of the principle in- 
volved, but because of the results which 
have. accrued from them elsewhere, the 
testimony of Miss Laura Smith, supervisor 


of the elementary department of the public 


schools, and of Miss Annie McDonnell, a 
member of the staff of the medical depart- 
ment of the schools, is of exceeding interest. 
Their report to the board indicates that 
the four special classes of the school system 


are entirely inadequate.to meet the call of 


the six hundred and eighty-five children who 
have been found to be physically, mentally’ 
and otherwise unable to make their grades 
without the aid which these special classes 
can give. 

The theory of thé special classes has 
been tried out successfully in the most pro- 
gressive municipalities of the country, and 
they have become an integral part of the 
public school system of all thosé cities which 
have made the experiment., 

Many of the greatest of world spirits, 
physically defective, had special training in 
their youth. Had they been denied it the 
world might not have been enriched by the 
character of Julius Caesar, who was an epi- 
leptic. Pope and Elizabeth Barrett were 
victims of spine disease, who had special 
training in their youth, and Georgia is fa- 
miliar with the care which always had to be 
taken with the delicate-bodied, master-mind- 
ed Alexander H. Stephens. 

Society, not nature, is responsible for the 
child defective physically, mentally and mor- 
ally, and it is the duty of society the direct 


agent of civilization to deal with the child 


who needs special care. 
The public school system is the right 
medium through which to reach the greatest 


number of children, and the special class in 


the school system has come as a God bless- 
ing to the child whose development is one 
way or another thwarted.’ 

Atlanta now building her standards as a 
eliy representing higher civilization, needs 
her every child to help do her building, 
whether he is up to the normal standard or 
shows a lack of any necessary, quality to 
make him a useful citizen. For the latter 
the special classes in the schools are pro- 
vided, and with the movement in this direc- 
tion so well started by Miss Smith, Miss 
McDonnell and their able assistants, , At- 
lanta cannot afford to see this department 
of her system lacking. Council should pro- 
vide the necessary appropriation for increas- 
ed facilities so necessary for these special 
classes.

SOUTH TAKES THE LEAD. 


In an amazing story of the increase in the 
total value of all agricultura] products in the 
United States in 1915, as compared with 
1914, Editor Richard H. Edmonds, of The 
Baltimore Manufacturers’ ord, shows 
that more than sixty per cent of the total 
gain of $526,070,000, or to put it in figures, 
$317,209,000, was in the south. 

This marvelous increase in production is 
attributable to sixteen states, beginning with 
West Virginia and Maryland on the east, and 
going through Missouri and Texas on the 
west. In other words, one-third of the states 
of the union produced last year nearly two- 
thirds of the entire country’s increase in ag- 
ricultural production. 

This remarkable record made by the 
states of the south may be attributed almost 
directly to the cotton crisis of the fall of 
1914 when, following the outbreak of the 
European war, cotton went to 6 cents and 
even lower, and starvation almost stared 
many of our farmers directly in the face. 
They had failed to make their food at home, 
and they were confronted with the alterna- 
tive of doing without it or giving away their 
cotton. 

Not to be caught again in that predica- 
ment, Georgia farmers and farmers through- 
out the south went to work in 1915 and 
planted and harvested more food crops for 
man and beast than ever before in all the 
agricultural history of this great agricultural 
section. They made less cotton and more 
food; cotton went higher and they had food 
products to sell. That is the real secret of it. 

Conditions which confront the agricul- 
tural south today are not materially differ- 
ent from those of the spring of 1915. Cot- 
ton is a little bit higher in the market; that 
ig all. If southern farmers continue to play, 
the ostrich as they have in the past, and 
blind themselves to results which expe- 
rience has shown they cannot expect to es- 
cape, they may reverse this record by ex- 
cessive cotton planting in 1916. 

But if they will make their foodstuffs first, 


and let cotton be the surplus crop, as ‘it 
should, they may repeat the marvelous rec- 
ord of 1915 and build another agricultural 
increase surpassing again the achievement 
of all the other 32 states, north, east and 
west. - 

Where the farmers of the south brought 
to this territory and to their own pockets 
last year more than $300;000,000 increase 
over the year before, there is no answer to 
the argument. What they did then, they 
can do again by pursuit of the same meth- 
ods. But if they abandon those methods and 
invoke the all-cotton fetich,“ they may as 
well expect and prepare for conditions not 
unlike those which the beginning of the 
European war brought upon them. 

The problem with its clear solution, ex- 
perience teaches, is before them. The fall 
harvest will tell the story.

More and more persuaded are many of 
those who are studying industrial and busi- 
ness conditions that the chief phenomenon 
of our present industrial activity is the pro- 
duction and marketing of copper. Figures 
are already reported so great as almost to 
stagger the imagination. They are pointed 
to as comparing favorably with the extraor- 
dinary and sudden increase in the production 
of iron and steel commodities and in the 
marketing of those commodities. It is spok- 
en of this morning as almost incredible that 
the copper properties with which John D. 
Ryan is identified are likely to produce in 
the year 1916 somewhat in excess of six hun- 
dred million pounds of copper. Arizona 
was reported to have produced in 1915 about 
four hundred and fifty million pounds and 
Montana, according to the latest authoritative 
figures, produced in 1915 two hundred and 
sixty-six million pounds, approximately. The 


increase promised from Montana is so large 


that many are inclined to think there may be 


some mistake in the figures. 
The latest estimate of the entire pro- 


duction of copper in the United States, in- 


cluding the mines owned and operated by 
American capital elsewhere than in the Unit- 
ed States, fixes the amount for the year 1916 
at somewhat in excess of two billion pounds. 
Therefore, if the average price for copper 
in this year is estimated as low as 25 cents 
a pound, the total copper production should 
realize something like five hundred million 
dollars. Whether the reported figures are 
approximately accurate or considerably over- 
stated, nevertheless copper production is now 
so great as to lead many to wonder whether 
the time may not be as distant, as two years 
ago it was thought likely to be, when our 
copper-producing mines began to show signs 
of exhaustion. 
Ne Signs of Exhaustion. 


It may be that the possibility of exhaus- 


tion. by and by was in the minds of those 
who are understood to be negotiating for 
copper mines in Bolivia. However, this is 
not a question of immediate importance. The 
American mines at present show no signs of 
exhaustion and some of them show greatly- 
increased production. There are estimates 
that Alaska will, in 1916, produce some sev- 
enty-five million pounds of copper, an in- 
crease of approximately ten million pounds 
over the production in 1915. As long as 
the supply does not equal the demand—a 
condition which characterizes the copper in- 
dustry today—there will be world-increasing 
efforts to discover and operate new copper 
properties, and this is especially true of the 
mines which, upon the American hemisphere, 
reach from Alaska along and through the 
mountains that bound the Pacific coast 
through Mexico and South America almost to 
the boundary of Patagonia. 

The late Theodore N. Vail, president of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph company, 
was sometimes thought to take greater 
pains with and greater interest in the annual 
report to the stockholders than the president of 
any other industrial corporation. He wag ac- 
customed to seclude himseif at some place 
remote from the offices of the company and 
devote as much time as was necessary for the 
preparation of the report. All this demon- 
strates the personal interest and fascination 
with the activities of this corporation which 
always distinguished President Vail's 
association with it. Those privileged to spend 
an hour with him learned that it was not 
so much the money gains which his corpora- 
tion secured as it was the record of achieve- 
ment which especially gratified President 
Vail. He took the interest of a man of sei- 
ence, a master of physics, in the development 
of long-distance telephoning, and he looked 
forward to the time when every part of the 
United States will be in instant and con- 
venient communication with every other part 
and at constantly decreasing cost.

GROVER CLEVELAND.

On this day in the year 1837, Grover 
Cleveland was born in Caldwell, N. J. His 
full name was Stephen Grover Cleveland, 
but observing that up to that time only 
one man who had worn a full dress name 
had had time to become president, he aban- 
doned his first name and studied law with 
the time thus saved. 

Cleveland was the son of a minister, but 
declined to live up to the old joke about 
minister’s sons and devoted his life to the 
accumulation of knowledge and avoirdupols. 
He was a large, slow man, who put all of 
his ideas down in solid concrete, thus mak- 
ing it impossible to alter or remove them, 
and he early took out a life membership in 
the democratic party and the United Disci- 
ples of Isaac Walton. The state of New 
Jersey fitting him a little too snugly around 
the waist, he removed to Buffalo, where he 
was soon elected sheriff, and because of his 
slowness in cOmprehending the political ad- 
vantages of minding his own affairs first 
and those of the people last, he was later 
on elected governor of New York by a tre- 
mendous majority. This made him a horse of 
a light chestnut color in the next democratic 
national convention, and he was accordingly 
nominated for president in 1884. The re- 
publican party wore out over fifty car- 
toonists in a vain attempt to stem the tide, 
and after a campaign which caused apoplexy, 
nasal hemorrhage and kerosene stains all 
over the nation he climbed into the presi- 
dential chair and proceeded to pry loose the 
frantic grasp of some 15,000 republican office- 
holders. 

As president, Cleveland was distinguished 
by his immovability—he pursued his own 
policy and let his party insurge as much 
as it pleased. He was a skilfull vetoer, 
bringing down the biggest bills with one 
barrel and whenever his party had come 
to a boil, he would retire to the marshes 
and hunt ducks until it cooled off. Next 
to huntine ducks, nothing pleased him so 
much as to make a few slight improvements 
in the tariff, by removing its head, feet 
and viscera. He was defeated for re-elec- 
tion in 1888, but his part“ had gotten over 
its wrath by 1892, and he came back by a 
handsome majority. — his last admin- 
istration; his party insurged away from him 
permanently on free silver, and he left the 
white house in 1897 without a political 
friend or a personal énemy. He retired to 
Princeton, N. J., where he wrote books on 
fishing, and died, greatly beloved, in 1908. 

Cleveland was a bachelor when he was 
elected president, but recanted while in of- 
fice, and accumulated a fair sized family 
in his later years. He was a self-made man, 
and his career only serves to emphasize once 
more the fact that self-made men are much 
self-made

Notwithstanding the great decrease in the 
value of the cotton crop last year, by virtue 
ef war conditions, compared with the dig 
crops and high prices for some years prior to 
the war, the rate of increase of the south’s 
farm crops over the five-year average from 
1909 to 1913 was 6.23 per cent. 

Though the cotton crop last year was 
small and prices were lower than for some 
years prior to the war, the value of last 
year’s farm-crops in the south was $153,000. - 

greater than the average value for. the 
five-year period from 1909 to 1913, both in- 
clusive. 

Notwithstanding the much lower value of 
last year’s cotton crop compared with 1909 
to 1913, while on the other hand the west 
had large grain crops with high prices due 
to the phenomenal European demand for 
foodstuffs, the value of the south’s farm 
crops for 1915 was $2,607,349,000 as compared 
with $4,181,556,000 for the rest of the coun- 

The United States Department of. Agri- 
culture estimates the value of last 7° 
cotton crop, not including seed, at $580,000, - 
000. Counting the value of the seed, we be-. 
lieve the crop may be safely estimated at 
$750,000,000. Taking an estimate of 780,000. 
000 as the value of the cotton crop, including 
seed, this would leave as the value of other 
crops $1,957,000,000, or, in other words, the 
value of diversified crops was considerably 
more than two and one-half times as great as 
the value of the cotton crop and nearly twice 
as great as the most valuable cotton crop 
ever produced by the south. 

It must be borne in mind that these fi 
ures relate to farm crops and not to all agri- 
cultural products, for they do not include the 
value of animal products. 

The department of agriculture estimates 
the total value of animal products for the 
United States in 1915 at $3,849,000,000, but 
does not attempt to make an estimate as to 
the value by states. 

As the south has almost exactly one-third 
of the total number of live stock in the 
United States, it is reasonable to estimate 
the value of the animal products of this sec- 
tion as 30 per cent of the total for the whole 
country. This would make the total for the 
south $1.054.000,000. Taking the round figure 
of $1,000,000,000 and adding it to the value 
of farm crops, we have a total of $3,600.000.- 
900 as the value of all agricultural products 
of the south last year, and of this only about 
$750.000,000 was represented by cotton. 

Even if we were to take the strictly cotton- 
growing states of North and South Carolina. 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Lou- 
isiana, Texas, Arkansas and Oklahoma, it 
would be found that the value of farm prod- 
uets other than cotton is very much greater 
than the value of their cotton crops, where- 
as, when we include the non-cotton-produc- 
ing states, such as Kentucky, Maryland, Ten- 
nessee, Virginia, West Virginia and Missouri. 
we get the strikingly important fact which 
cannot be too often reiterated and emphasized 
that the value of diversified farm products 
of the south last year was $2.850,000,000 
against $750,000.000 for cotton. Cotton, there- 
fore, comprised but little more than one- 
fifth of the total agricultural products of 
$3,600,000,000 of the south, and the other 
products were nearly four times as great 
in value as the cotton crop. 

The estimated crop values of the southern

The percentage ot inerease for the south 
in 1915 over 1914 was 13.85 per cent. 

The percentage of increase for rest of 
country in 1915 over 1914 was 5.25 per cent. 

Some very striking facts are brought out 
by comparing the value of farm crops in 
some of the southern states with eastern and 
western states. 

For instance, the value of Georgia’s farm 
crops, last year, of 233.506, 00 was more than 
$1,000.000 in excess of the value of Pennsv'!- 
vania’s, and was $32,000.000 in excess of the 
value of Michigan’s, $54,000,000 in excess of 
the value of Wisconsin’s, nearly 513.000.000 in 
excess of the value of North Dakota's and 
$66,000,000 in excess of South Dakota's. 

Kansas, with all of its wonderful agricu!- 
tural prosperity, exceeded the value of Geor- 
gia’s farm crops * only $29,000,000, 

California fell *$21,000,000 behind Georgia 
in the value of its farm crops, and was onlv 
310.000, % ahead of North Carolina, which 
had crop values of $202,000,000 against 212. 
000.000 for California. 

hese statistics of comparison of southern 
states with other states open up such a wide 
avenue for study and investigation that it 
may be worth while presenting the value of 
all crops by states for the entire country 
that our readers may have the chance of 
picking out for themselves many interesting 
facts. These values were as follows:

Regents in small towns, remember 
that the state at large needs ‘your 
articles, and by sending at once to 
our weekly column you not only in- 
spire others to greater effort, but you 
advertise your town as well. This is 
not in any way to disparage your home 
papers, but it is, said with the one 
desire to give to each locality full 
credit for the talent, the ability and 
the good work done in each section. 

As to correspondence with state of- 
ficers and chairmen, if each chapter 
regent would read the state proceed 
ings, and note carefully the list of 
chairmen and their different depart- 
ments, you would save a good sum in 
stationery arid postage, not only for 
yourselves, but especially for your 
state regent. 

It should not be necessary for the 
regent, officers or chairmen to publish 
state letters in our column and then 
be compelled to send the same letter 
as a personal communication to each 
regent. : 

This organization belongs to each 
one of us and we are each and all 
personally responsible for the success 
of our work. 

In leaving to the chapters the ap- 
pointment of members of our standing 
committees it has been my earnest en- 
deavor to impress upon each chapter 
the importance of co-operation, the 
vastness of our work and the great 
need the state has for earnest, force- 
ful, active workers. 

The request that each chapter ap- 
point a member to correspond with 
each chairman of a standing commit- 
tee has met with the approval of many 
chapters, and has seemed to stimulate 
interest and to bring a sense of per- 
sonal responsibility. 

I also would like this conference to 
rule as to number of copies of state 
proceedings to be sent to each chap- 
ter. By this I mean, shall this con- 
ference send to each chapter books to 


cover entire membership or a certain 


number in proportion to membership? 
And if in proportion to membership, 
are not those books to be considered 
the property of the chapter, to be bor- 
rowed by the members and returned to 
the custodian as is the custom in 1 
braries? It should be possible for any 
and all members to have access to 
this source of information, and all 
chapters should be able to instruct 
new members as to the work of our 
organization. This would avoid con- 
tinued demands on the regent for addi- 
tional copies.

Move to Be Made by Travelers 
To Lessen Excess Baggage Charges 


And Give Longer Time on Storage 


When the legislaturé meets in At- 
lanta this summer travelers of Georgia 
are expecting to present to the body a 
bill which will have a remedial effect 
on certain conditions now obtaining 
with regard to excess pas gage and 
storage charges rules, which have been 
imposed upon .traveling men since the 
mind of man runneth not to the con- 


trary. 

Frank P. Morgan, well known trav- 
eling man, formerly of Atlanta, bear- 
ing a copy of a law recently enacted | 
in Alabama, which provides for a 
charge of 16 2-3 per cent per 100 
pounds for excess baggage, and which 
also provides that from Friday night 
baggage wilt be held for forty-eight 
hours, not including Sundays, without 
storage charges. 

“Georgia maybe doesn’t want to copy 
Alabama’s prohibition law, or anything 
else that Alabama has,” declared Mr. 
Morgan, “but the ‘trunk men’ in Geor- 
gia do want a baggage law like they 
have in Alabama, and according to 
the signs of the times they are going 
to have one. 

“The enactment of a reasonable bag- 
gage law and a law with regard. to 
storage that will not work-a hardship 
on the railroads, nor at the same time 
on the travelers, is going to be ear- 
nestly requested when the Georgia, leg- 
islature meets, and there will be a 
practically unanimous demand made 
or it.” 

There has been growing dissatisfac- 
tion among those chiefly affected by 
the charges made for excess baggage, 
particularly for the short hauls made 
by the railroads in carrying sample 
trunks. This crystallized,in Alabama 
last year with a law which has given 
very general satisfaction. Behind it, 
and working for its enactment were 
the U. C. T., the Alabama Commercial 
Travelers and the T. P. A., and promi- 
nent in the work was Mr. Morgan.

The following is the text of the bill 
passed in Alabama: 

“Be it enacted by the legislature of 
Alabama: 

„1. That every carrier in this state, 
which shall engage in the carrying of 
passengers, shall receive and transport 
without compensation or other trans- 
portation charges, with each passen- 
ger, the personal baggage of such per- 
son or passenger, not exceeding 150 
pounds, upon the presentation of a 
whole ticket or other contract or agree- 
ment of transportation and not ex- 
ceeding 75 pounds upon the presenta- 
tion of a half ticket or other contract 
or agreement of transpértation. 

“2 That every common carrier in 
this state shall charge passengers, on 
all baggage weighing over 150 pounds 
16 2-3 per centum of the regular fare 
to destination per 100 pounds in ex- 
cess of the said 150 pounds, but no 
charge for any fraction of the first 
100 pounds excess shall be less than 10 
cents, which. shall be the minimum 
amount said carrier shall charge for 
excess baggage as herein provided, 

“3 That the baggage, samples, goods, 
wares, appliances and catalogs of com- 
mercial travelers, or their employers, 
and used by them for the exclusive 
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Where Imitation Ends 
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purpose of transacting their business 
and carried with them solely for that 
Purpose and which in no instance shall 
be sold or offered for sale or for free 
distribution, when securely packed and 
fastened in trunks and sample cases; 
provided, that no common carrier shall 
be required to transport any piece of 
baggage exceeding in greatest dimen- 
sions 72 inches, or 260 pounds maxi- 
mum weight, excepting immigrant 
baggage checked at port of landing, 
whips in flextble cases and public en- 
tertainment paraphernalia are declared 
to be baggage within the meaning of 
this law or act, and such carriers are 
required to transport same with pas- 
sengers from point to point within this 
state as herein provided. 

4. That all passengers of whatever 
character having baggage transported 
by carriers under the provisions of this 
act shall have twenty-four hours, not 
including legal holidays or Sundays 
for the removal of such baggage from 
the baggage room of station house of 
such carrier before storage shall be 
1 except such baggage that may 
de received on Friday of each week, 
which baggage shall be held by. the 
carrier forty-eight hours, not includ- 
ing Sundays, before storage shall be 
charged by the carrier.”

A nice balance of constitu- 
tional adjustment was out of the ques- 
tion, Counsel was hastened, debate post- 
poned; the exigency of each occasion 
determined the means and the mode 
of action. 

Constitutional safeguards gave way 
to the mere problem of making the ex- 
iatence of the government good upon 
the battlefield. Critics of what was 
done might for a little while affect 
opinion out of doors or at a distance 
from the field. but they could not 
change the course of affairs. 
Moreover, war itself altered the whole 
atmosphere of opinion. No doubt at first 
the people had been persuaded, per- 
haps overruled, by a handful of leaders, 
and had assented with a vague hope 
rather than with any confident purpose 
to the radical courses of secession, re-

In one of the northern counties of 
Alabama, Mr. Yancey’s own state, union 
men outnumbered secéssionists four to 
one and maintained themselves in mili- 
tary organization. A southern county 
of Mississippi accepted the doctrine of 
secession, indeed, but interpreted it in 
ite own behoof, and itself solemnly se- 
come from — * and rgd the con- 
ederacy rather an sen en to 
distant battlefields m 

And yet the real burden ‘i 
fell, not upon the spirits of men, 
upon the.resourees of the country. 

Though the south should call upon 
every man of her fighting 2 
to go into the field, she had but one - 
fourth as many men fit for the field 
as the north 

Armies must be fed and clothed be- 

sides, and the south was put to the ut- 
most strain to keep her men as well 
even as the 8 evies of the revolu- 
tion had been kept, who had deemed it 
2 plentiful bounty to escape strava- 
tion. 
A four years’ war was of necessity a 
war of resources, and the south. was 
but an agricultural region, its popula- 
tion spread widely abroad over a great 
area, only here and there a railway, its 
matchless stores of coal and iron al- 
most untouched, no manufactures set 
up, save here and there a cotton mill or 
a woolen factory, its own cotton woven, 
for the use of southerners themselves, 
chiefly in the great manufacturing cen- 
ters of the north. * 


A DEPRECIATED

Save such as they could themselves 
make or take from their enemy. 

They could get no more railroad iron, 
no more locomotives, ne more railway 
carriages or cars for freight, no more 
steam boilers or engines, no more tele- 
graph wire, no more spades to use in 
the trenches, unless, in the midst of 
war, they created out of hand an entire 
industrial system, for which they had 
neither trained master mechanics nor 
fit workmen. 

Her cotton, her tobacco, and her rice, 
had supplied the south with the wealth 
with which she had paid the prices of 
the world for her clothing and her tools 


tories. 

Of the great staples rice and cotton 
she had almost a monopoly. Her cotton 
fields supplied half the world; her rice 
and tobacco found their way into every 
market. Nearly one-third of the Indian 
corn of the country, moreover, came 
from her plantations. 

But, without markets, the crops were 
valueless. The value of the cotton ex- 

orted in 1860 had been $202,741,351. 
n 1861 it was but $42,000,000; in 1862 
but $4,000,000. j 

The value of the rice exported in 
1860 had been $2,567,399. The value of 
that exported in 1862 was $156,889. The 
rice fields, moreover, lay upon the ex- 

osed southern coasts, where the fed- 

fleets gathered stronger and 
stronger month by month, and had 
presently to be abandoned. 

It was no slight embarrassment and 
bred a great disturbance of values that 
there was no way, so long as she was 
thus shut in, by which the south could 
replenish her stock of specie. 

me specie there was, of course, in 
the banks; some came in at the outset 
by way of loans obtained abroad, be- 
fore the blockading fleets were nu- 
merous enough to intercept it: but its 
quantity was insignificant as compared 
with what was needed to hold the cur- 
rency stable when treasure was being 
poured out for the war. : 

The bulk of it was paid out almost 
at once to meet foreign balances. 

Private individuals hoarded all they 
could lay their Hands on, and it prac- 
tically passed out of circulation. per 
money took its place, the promises of 
states as well as the confederate 
government itself; grew in volume from 
‘month to month with startling rapid- 
ity; and sank in value as the old con- 
tinental pert. had sunk in the days of 
the revolution. 

No man knew ‘for how much he was 
selling his crops when he ‘sold them 
for paper. No man could guess how 
much of that questionable currency 
would be necessary to pay his debts 
another year.

It was hard, moreover, to live on 
maize alone.

Southern housekeepers were put to 
their wits’ end te devise means to di- 
versify the diet of their household and 
make it wholesome. New food stuffs 
were brought into requisition; peas 
that had before been offered only to 
cattle: roots that had hitherto n 
thought only curiots or medicinal; Cof- 
fee and tea were shut out with the 
closing of the porta, and every possi< 
ble substitute was tried, . 

And yet to get food was a simpler 
matter than to get shoes and clothing. 

Looms which had not seen thread 
since the revolution were brought forth 
out of attics and put to the task of 
pose “homespun” for a whole house- 

old. 

Since tanneries were few and used 
their primitive processes with infinite 
slowness, leather could scarcely be had; 
and when shoes wore out there was 
nothing for it but either to go bare- 
footed or substitute rude wooden clogs 
shod with iron, Men followed the ar- 
mies to pick up for the tanner the hides 
of the animals slaughtered for the sol- 
diers’ food. Riding saddles were strip- 

ed of their ski that no piece of 

eather might be wasted. mild 
weather the children could go without 
shoes: in severe weather they were 
kept within doors. 

The very cards with which the cot- 
ton fiber was carded for use on the 
looms had teeth of steel wire which 
could not be replaced when they wore 
out, and every card was guarded and 
mended like a priceless treasure. 

Infinite care and a novel ingenuity 
gave to every domestic duty a new sig- 
nificance. very plantation had its 
smokehouse, and before the war came 
on carefully cured hams and sides of 
bacon had furnished the commonest 
dish of meat, whether for the table of

There was coarse food enough in the 
country, but the government had scant 
means of paying for it and had no ef- 
fictent commiseariat through which to 
make sure of supplying the armies 
even with such things as it could ob- 


n. 

One difficulty that immensely in- 
creased from year to year was the ut- 
terly insufficient means of transpor- 
tation. There were a few long lines of 
railway which linked the main towns 
and seaports of the country together 
but the armies could not be alway 
=H close to these, and there were few 
— de lines by which to reach the camps 
if the movements of the war drew the 
armies to a distance. 

Such lines as there were, moreover, 
hopelessiy deteriorated from month to 
month. Such iron and steel works as 
the confederacy. contained or could 
bulla while the war lasted had to be 
used almost exclusively for the manu- 
facture of cannon and military sup- 
plies, and could not have been drawn 
off from that indispensable work to 
make new rails and locomotives and 
car trucks for the railways even if 
there had been iron enough, 

And there was not iron enough. The 
country had to be stripped of every 
spare scrap of iron to make and repair 
the weapons of war. When rails wor< 
out they could be replaced only by tear- 
ing up sidings and minor lines of road. 
When rolling stock fell into disrepair 
no new cafs could be d. a 

When the war was over little more 
seemed left of the railways than their 
graded roadbeds and odds and ends of 
their rolling stock hardly fit for fur- 
ther use. 5 

The commanders in the field often 
found themselves as hard put to it to 
obtain military stores as to get food 
and clothing.

A« the firearms used by the con- 


federate armies were muzsie- 

loaders, and the mere supply of 
percussion caps became a matter of no 
small difficulty. 

A mechanic of the Richmond arsenal, 
the chief factory of arms, ingenious) 
contrived a machine by means of whic 
a million caps could be p 
filled every twenty-four hours; but the 
loss of the copper mines of Tennessee 
followed the occupation of 21 
by the federal forces, and the supply 
of sheet copper out of which the caps 
were made was suddenly cut off. 

An officer was dispatched, accord- 
ingly, to North Carolina to —— and for- 
ward to Richmond 8 turpentine and 
brandy still he could find in the sta 
and the copper from these supplied al 
the caps used by General Lee’s army 
during the closing year of the war. 

The caps were usually filled with 
fulminate of mercury; mefcury could 
be had only from abroad, and the sup- 
ply gave out. Diligent experiment was 
made, and it was discovered 
combination of chlorate of 22 and 
sulphuret of antimony cou suc- 
cessfully substituted.

Recently a number of the leading 
lights of France were asked if Ger- 
man music, particularly the : music 
of Wagner, should be barred,’ even 
after the war, The interesting an- 
swers, which were printed in La 
Renaissance, a magazine for musical 
and artistic people, are also em- 
phatic declarations for a new. na- 
tionalism in French music. Here. are 
a few of the replies: 2 


Influence of Nationality. 


Camille Saint-Saens, the composer, 
answered: No, because Wagner 
wil] symbolize: Germany in the eyes 
of ‘the French people, and - besides 
his beauties’ are ‘a pretext. for get- 
ting ‘his inferior work accepted.” 

Jacques Rouche, director of. the 
Grand Opera, thinks that Wagner’s 
works must be played some day, as 
the ‘royalties on them are paid not 
in Germany, but to French transla- 
tors. and musicians. 


Camille “Flammarion; the astrono- - 


mer ses he does not like Wagner's 
mutzie and has seen a great many 
people fall asleep over it. 

P. B. Gheusi, director of the Opera 
Comique, says: “Certainly we will 
not play Wagner after the war. Long 
live France! Long live French 
music!” 

Andre Messager, the composer, re- 
llects the spirit of several other re- 
plies when he says: First, let us 
annihilate Germany, and we can dis- 
cuss the question afterward.”

Thousands of great war 
scenes have been recorded on rolls 
of films, and still others will be epit- 
omized in master paintings, or ex- 
pressed in the notes of masterpleces 
of music, for many. notable musical 
compositions have been based on 
paintings of historical significance. 

“Perhaps one of the most interest- 
ing developments of the pictorial 
element in music,” says a critic, 18 
that in which the musical inspira- 
tion is directly or indirectly celled 
forth by the painted canvas itself.

What to Do with the Back Yard Garden 


By EDWARD IRVING FARRINGTON | 


IGHTLY managed, a back yard 
garden will supply half the 
food needed by the average 

family for six months of the year, 
It cannot be a haphazard sort of gar 
den, though, but must be systemati- 
cally planned out. The tall growing 
vegetables, for example, like corn 
and pole beans, should be planted at 
the rear, where they will not shut off 
the sunlight needed to develop the 
dwarf kinds. Then, too, there must 
be a succession of such vegetables 
as corn, peas, beans, beets and car- 
-ots, sowings being Made every. week 
or ten days. If all the seed is sown 


at one time there will be an over- 


supply for a short time and then a 
dearth Also, the ground must be 
kept occupied all the time. As soon 
as-the peas have passed, the vines 
shoul pulled up and cabbage or 
perhaps celery planta set out. Tur-

In order to have extra early. vege- 
tables without bothering with a hot- 
bed, forcing boxes can be used to ad- 
vantage. They are simply small 
boxes from the grocery: store, with 
the tops and bottom removed and 
glass laid over each box after the 
seeds of early vegetables have been 
sown, After the plants are well 
started and danger fromcold weather 
is past, the glass may be removed 
and squares of wire mosquito netting 
substituted. This netting will help 
to keep the bugs away. 

A few plants like parsnips and veg- 
etable oysters will need a whole sea- 
son to make their growth and then 
may be left until the following sea- 
son before they are dug.

In seven 
months in the service he has passed from 
a private in the aviation corps to ser- 
geant, won the military medal, was made 
knight of the Legion of Honor, received 
the War Cross with four bars, and now 
he is mentioned in an order to the na- 
tion.” A mention in orders of a brigade, 
a division, an army corps and of the en- 
tire army is cherished: by the soldier as 
an incredible succession of high distinc- 
tions, but’ to top them all and attain 
mention in “an order to the nation“ 
means that the government considers the 
rare individuals mentioned, not only as 
heroic, but as serviceable in the very 
highest degree to the nation. The accu- 
mulation of honors won by the “Fokker 
Killer” is without precedent in the pres- 
ent war. 

Strangely enough, this successor to 
Pegousd, Garros and Guilbert, heretofore 
considered the three greatest fighting 
aviators in the world, had the utmost 
difficulty in being admitted into the 
service.
